MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Enterprise saya: 
A system of laud piracy has been suc- 


cessfully carried on in this State under 
the sanction of law for many years. No 
other State in the Union haa been so 
liberal in her policy control hag the dis- 
position of her uortiou of the public 
domain as Nevada. The world has been 
invited to come forward uud establish a 
proprietorship on our Boit at tbe rate of 
$1 25 au acre, one-fifth down and the 
balance payable in installments of fivo 
cents au acre for twenty years. 
Were 


all oar land disposed of .it this price, 
the State would derive a very hunclBome 
revenue for her school funds. 
Owing 


to the system ol land piracy, already re- 
ferred to, the State has been regularly 
swindled in overy real estate transaction 
in which her interests were concerned. 
The man who bought forty acres of land 
contiguous to a spring, river or lake 
had the actual possession and enjoy- 
ment of, perhaps, ten or twenty thou- 
sand acres adjacent thereto without the 
latter costing him a nickel. The reason 
is obvious. 80 long as tbe buyer holds 
a good title to the land bordering on u 
stream he is monarch of all he can see 
beyond and around that stream. The 
owner of forty acres upon which exists 
a spring thus has a free range, or pas- 
turage, of several square miles, and tbe 
State is out of pocket by the operation. 
In illustration of this evil we can cite 
one case out of a thousand. In a cer- 
tain township there are about 25,000 
acres of land, but only two springs. At 
$1 25 an acre this township ought to 
realize for the State the sum of $31,250. 
But tha land pirate knows that by buy- 
ing up tbe land immediately surround- 
ing the springs he practically becomes 
the owner of tbe 25,000. He therefore 
buys the smallest subdivision which the 
law permits, that is forty acres around 
each spring. For these two small tracts 
he pays $100, and after giving $20 ou 
account he is allowed twenty years in 
which to pay the balance. 
That for 


•which he ought to pay $31,250 he gets 
for $100. In other words, the State 
has been Belling these water-grabber*;, 
mainly consisting of a rich and power- 
ful syndicate of cattlemen, her selected 
lauds at n rate less than half n cent au 
nore. 


Tb» public may think that it is time, 


this bald and impudent steal was either 
stopper! altogether or, at least, checked. 
They will be glad to know that the 
Board of liegents, which, under the 
law, actually controls the price at which 
the State lauds shall be sold, yesterday 
took the first step toward arreating this 
flagrant evil by raising the price of all 
lands contiguous to springs, streams or 
lakes from $1 25 an acre to $2 50 an 
•ere outside the limits of the Pacific 
Kailroad grant, and from $2 50 an acre 
to $5 an acre inside those limits. The 
movement wag a bold one, and is likely 
to excite the hostility of the cattle 
ring, which for the last few months 
has beoa making business very lively 
in the State Land Office filing claims on 
every little forty acre tract in the State 
contiguous to water. In doubling the 
price of these lauds the Regents may 
not succeed in breaking up the big 
game of the land grabbers, since they 
will continue, as heretofore, to locate 
only the narrow strips bordering on 
•treaing or springs, but they, at least, 
succeed ia making them pay one cent 
instead of less than half a cent for the 
spoils. The action of tbe Board also 
ought to have the further effect of open- 
leg the eyes of the people to tbe land 
question in Nevada, and to the impera- 
tive necessity of demanding some legis- 
lation which shall defeat the schemes of 
the land grabbers and render it possible 
for the State to command a fair price 
for so mueh of its heritage as haa yet 
escaped tbe rapacious hands of the de- 
spoilers.

The Southern Pacific Company, which 


now manages the affairs of the Centra) 
Pacific Railroad, has made a material 
redaction in rates of freight bet-ween 
&an Francisco, Sacramento and Stock- 
ton, California, and points in Nevada 
and Utah. 
On some articles a reduc- 


tion of nearly one-half has been made, 
while on very many articles the rates 
hava been reduced one-third or more, 
commencing with the first of the pres- 
ent month. This reduction, says the 
Silver State, like all others that ha\e 
beeu made in railroad rates in Nevada, 
was the voluutaiy act of the company. 
No legislative body, State or National, 
has ever reduced transportation rafes in 
this State, thongc in almost every cam- 
paign, since the railroad was built, 
demagogues have endeavored to get into 
office by promising iu platforms and on 
the stximp what they would do in that 
direction if elected. The statutes show, 
however, that railroads in Nevada ure 
authorized to charge ten cents pT mile 
for passengers, and twenty cents per 
ton ptr mile for fieight, BO that the 
people are under no obligations what- 
ever to the " statesmen " who make our 
laws for any reduction in fares or 
freight ; in fact the corporations are 
much more liberal than the law-makers, 
as in no instance do they charge much 
over one-half what the law allows them, 
while in very muny cases they do not 
charge one- tenth the amount authorized 
by law ; all of which prove that tha peo- 
ple must look to the railroad companies, 
not to the Legislature, to regulatJ fares 
and freights.

The Lyon Co. tfinies says: 
A reporter of this paper had the op- 


portunity this week of visiting the ranch 
of the Vail Bros., below Fort Churchill, 
and found thste much of interest to 
speak of. This ranch is about thirty 
miles below Dayton on tho Carson river 
and was formerly the property of John 
Cdrling. It was pnicha^ed by the Vail 
Bros, about two years ago, for a stock 
and dairy ranch, and Bince then many 
much needed improvements have beeu 
mude, in fact BO many improvements 
have been made that one would hardly 
recognizo the place as tho old Carlm$ 
ranch. Laige and spacious barns, out 
houses, corrals and sheds for agricultur- 
al 
implements and machinery have 


been built; many miles of wire fencing 
have been put up, and still improve- 
ments are being innde. There are over 
four thousand aores of land in tho rnnch, 
the greater part of which may be put 
in a high state of cultivation, and none 
o£ which is cot good-Jai/rl for o atocli 
range. The owners have several thou- 
sand head of cattle roaming over the hills 
antl lust year they pnichased some tbir- 
ty head of fine Gullowtiy bulls, which 
with the exception of two thorough- 
breds, they have turned with the herd 
to improve the common stock. 
This 


bieed is considered the best for beat 
cattle, and it will be but few years be- 
fore ihe Vails will have mo of the finest 
if not the finest beul of beef catile on 
the coast, or in America for that matter. 
They also have a number of Norfolk 
cattle which are as fine dairy cuttle as 
there aie in the world but there is not 
an much piofit in them for beef as 
in the Galloways. The two Galloway 
bulls that are kept up are probably 
the finest tinimalB ou the coust. They 
will bu exhibited at the State Fair this 
Fall. Not much attention is being paid 
to the dairy business as it is claimed 
there is no money in it, for the reason 
that it would have to be carried on on 
such a large scale, and the market at 
tho present time is not large enough. 
Aunong tbe large Block of horses on this 
tanuh ure some very good animals. 
Thoy are mostly woik horses, but there 
is some trotting and running stock. 
Not so much attention is being paid to 
this department either, the beef indus- 
try being the principal occupation. The 
hay crop tbia season is very large and 
between fourteen and fifteen hundred 
toun have been cut itnd stacked on tbe 
much. This will be used to feed the 
stock during the seasons that feed is not 
good in the bills. For tbe cutting of 
this Lay four of McCortuick's new style 
moweis were used, and to stack it a 
novel machine which saves the labor of 
five or MIX rnon as used.
